He afterwards studied at the Wesleyan Col- 
lege, Richmond, and became. known as one 
ofthe most popular preachers in England.

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FEVER RAVAGES. 
New York City’s Epidemic of Typhus 
and Small-Pox. 
From the New York Herald, 12th. 
The summer is still distant and “‘spring, 
gentle spring,’’ has but just made her ap- 
pearance, but already are there signs of an 


ge in this wealthy. populous and dirty 
cit 


y. For some months past has the smull- 
ox record been gradually increasing,and now 
ube typbus fever thrust its flushed face upon 
us. The malignant disease, the dread mal- 
ady, is hidden away from the eyes of the pub- 
lic ut large, but that it really exists is known 
full well to the authorities, to the profession- 
al men whose business it is to combat it, and 
to the newspaper men who encounter it in 
the course of their daily work. Blackwell’s 
Island was reported to be the _ scene 
of the terrible workings oftyphus.and thither 
yesterday a Herald reporter repaired 
to ascertain the extent of the contagion. The 
first place visited was the penitentiary where 
Deputy-Warden Osbown gave ample evidence 
of the healthy condition of his unwilling but 
well-disciplined charges. He showed that 
there were butthree or four in hospital out 
of a total of 880. The Lunatic Asylum was 
next seen, but there all was well, but at the 
Workhouse (the most crowded institution of 
the island) there had been four cases of the 
fever. Arrived at the Riverside Hospital the 
reperter saw evidence enough of the in- 
cipient epidemic. And from New York City 
came alt those dreadful cases. *Dr. Chapin, 
the head physician of the Riverside Hospital, 
was lound: up to his eyes in business and work- 
ing as if upon a battle field strewn with thous- 
ands of wounded. And indeed the scene 
before the reporter’s eyes was not unlike a 
battle ground, for Dr. Chapin and his aids, 
Dr. Mott and Dr. McChesney, the knights of 
the lancet, were moving upon a veritable 
tented field. The hospital was too small to 
hold the unusual influx of patients, and the 
space round about it was utilized forthe 
erection of tents. This camp was specially 
set aside for the fever patients, and it had to 
be run up almost at a moment’s notice. Not 
far from a hundred cases of typhus were un- 
der treatment, and all received within a very 
short nase They had been accumulating 
at the Reception Hospital, at the foot of East 
Sixteenth street, and yesterday twenty-five 
nore were despatched to Dr. Chapin. To 
meet this addition he lost no time in uprear- 
ing another tent, having requisitioned the 
Board of Health forthe necessary furniture, 
which promptly arrived by nightfall. 

Last < as the bright moon sailed above 
in acloudiless sky she litupa strange scene 
upon the corner of theisland. Between the 
Charity Hospital andthe Riverside Hospital 
lay the gleaming tents, scattered here and 
there, within sight of the calm and silvered 
riverand the glittering lights of the city. 
Here tothe right were several small army 
service tents, which were set apart for the 
women, five of whom occupied one: tent. 
Glancing within might be seen the restless 
forms from which came forth now and then 
a faint moan.

Asthereporter and doctor emerged 
from this tent they ran against a figure—it was 
that of Dr. Mott. “‘Where are you going’ 
asked Dr. Chapin. ‘‘To dividethree blankets 
among seven people; how isitto be done?”

Another large tent was rapidiv being 
ed up. At the doorway lay 
huddled three or four fever- 
stricken men, one of them lying under the 
beadstead. Quickly the attendants had the 
cots ready and these unfortunates fixed in 
them. The small-pox patients, numbering 
124, were within the building, some of them 
having private rooms. As the reporter en- 
tered a room one of theafflictea passed away

it must have been worse than death. Dr. 
MacChesnevy related that when a poor family 
had a case of small-pox it was concealed from 
the authorities and only discovered when the 
whole family was attacked. Almost 
all the eases of fever and small-pox 


came from down town anid the low lodging 


houses. Dr. Chapin deeply regretted that 
he had not sufficient clothing for his patients. 
Fifteen cured were waiting for discharge 
Decause there was not sufficient clothing for 
them, the Board of Health not being able to 
do everything at a moment’s notice.

Starving in His Cabin.

Squire David Heinly is largely interested in 
the slate business along the base of the Blue 
Mountain. He has just come to Reading, and 
given the details of the terrible starvation and 
has§suffering of an old hunter named D. Gor- 
rell. Gorrell is about sixty-five years of age, 
and has lived the life of a bermit for nearly 
halfa century. His cabin is on the Blue 


~Mountain. five miles from the nearest farm 


house. Heis known on both sides of the 


smountuin, and his fame as a backwoodsman 


and hunter extends throughout the State. 
The old man visited Lenhartsville last fall |

co and powder. .When he went away he told 
his friends that he would not come down 
from the mountain until spring. He had two 
dogs, excellent mountain animals, but before 
the winter had fairly setin he sold. them to 
hurters li on the othér side of the moun- 
tain. Gorrell’s cabin is built of logs, and has 
a large stone fire-place at one end. The bed 
— inade of the skins of animalg that he haa 
killed. 

' A few days agoa number of men crossed 
the mountain. They were the first to go over 
since the snow had disappeared. Their path 
led them to within a hundred yards of Gor- 
rell’s cabin. The looked toward it, but saw 
no smoke, nor were there any signs of life 
about the hut. When they returned that way 
in the evening, and stillsaw neither smoke 
nor signs of life, they crossed over the edge 
and broke down the door. Thecabin was 
dark and cold. Stnkinga match and lighting 
a fagot, they found the old hunter lying on 
his cot covered with skins. The visitors 
heard alow moan, but the old man was too 
weak to speak. A roaring fire was soon 
burning. Under a lot of brush the men dis- 
covered a pile of bones. The old man was 
given nourishment, and in the night he 
sufficiently rallied to give the story of his ter- 
rible suffering. 

Scon after winter had sct in, he said, he 
had been taken sick, and was unable to go 
out gunning. He caught a severe cold while 
on a wild turkey hunt with a raging fever, 
and was entirely help!ess, without food, fire, 
nourishment or attendance. A snow storm 
buried his cabin. He was too weak to go out, 
and could not help himself to. proper food. 
To save himself from starvation he had eaten 
the raw meat of an animal, the bones of which 
were inthe hut. He had been confined to 
his. cabin for eighty-three days. He was 
nearly dead when found, and had made up 
his mind that he must die. 

The best care and attention were given the 
old man by the old farmers, and at the last 
accounts Gorrell was slowly improving, but 
was too weak to quit his bed. He refuses to 
relinguish his method of living, saying that 
he will end his days in the cabin, where he 
has passed so much of his time. 


An Historical Clown. 
From the London Musical World. 


On the 28th of March, 1828, Grimaldi, who 
had long been incapacitated, through illness, 
from regularly following his profession, took 
his farewell of the Islington public as Hock in 
the romance of “*The Sixes,” and this,with the 
exception of anotber benefit on a larger scale, 
cot up by his friends at Covent Garden in 
July of the same year, was his last appearance 
on the stage. From the date, although oeca- 
sionally assisting in the stage management of 
the theater—only three weeks before his death, 
he superintended the reproduction of the fa- 
mous pantomime, **Mother Goose’’—he lived 
in retirement,ana expired at No.33 Southamp- 
ton street, Pentonville, on the 3lst May, 1837. 
He was interred by the side of his old friend 
and werk-fellow,Charles Dibdin, in the burial 
ground of the neighboring St. James’ Church, 
and bis gravestone bears the following in- 
scription:

At the foot of the grave is another stone in- 
cribed “Grimaldi, 1837.”’ With ‘**Joe’’ Grim- 
aldi apparently the old order of clowns be- 
came extinct. Certainly none, since his day, 
have attained to anvthing like the same emi- 
nence or distinction. For Grimaldi, as we 
have been assured by his old contemporary 
and ictimate friend, the once famed theatri- 
cal engraver, Henry Brown—still living in the 
present year, [88l—was no mere clown. He 
Was a great comedian born, and in this lay 
the secret of his superiority over all his rivals 
in this branch of the profession. And areal- 
ly kind heart, and even temper, combined 
with a most childlike simplicity of character, 
cuused him to be as universally beloved in 
private as he was admired in public; whilst 
the statement, found after death among his 
papers, thatinthe solitarv hours of declin- 
ine life he could not recoilect one single in- 
stance in which be had intentionally wronz- 
ed man, woman or child, may have well 
found a ready ecbo in the breast of every- 
one whoever knew him.

The Tunisian Coral Trade. 
From the New York Tribune. 


One point involved in the dispute between 
France and Italy as to the ownership of Tunis 
ig the coral fishing industry., Tae Italians 
are ableto monopolize this branch of com- 
merce by reuson of an Imperial Convention 
of 1862, which reduced the annual tax for 
Italian coral fishers from 800 to 400 frances, the 
larger sum being exacted for French fishers 
who obtained the right by treaty of the same 
date. The first coral fishers of modern times 
on the Tunisian coasts were two natives of 
Marseilles, who, in 1604, formed a company 
for the working of these riches of the seas. 
Early in the present century the coral indus- 
try was very important at Marseilles, in 1807 
seventeen cutting and polishing manufactor- 
ies existed there, cach employing many hun- 
dred hands. Sinee then coral has somewhat 
lostits favor in France, but the fashion has 
been taken up in Russia, the Levant, and 
elsewhere, the Italians supplying the market. 
It is this moniopoly that the Marseilleais and 
Algerians wish to see destroyed. 


FOREIGN GOSSIP. 


The Tiflis and Baku Railway wiil be opened 
for trafficin June. The journey from New 
York to Teheran will then be accomplished in 
twenty-seven duys. 

The steamship compan# Rnbattino has 
opened a new line of steamers from Genoa 
and Naples to Bengasi, on the north coast of 
Africa. This is the first regular service be- 
tween Europe and Afriva. 

By the treaty of 1867 the fortifications of 
Luxemburg were to be destroyed: but. the 
contracting powers have decided that they 
offer no danger, and the remnants still exist- 
ing will be left in place. Thus the picturesque 
features of the city will be retained. 


A French company intgnds to reopen some 
of the old gold, silveran@ tin mines of Bohe- 
mia, Which bad been abahhdoned on account of 
the insufficient yield. TRe company last vear 
acquired-the right to work several of the sil- 
ver and tin mines of Schlaggenwald, in the 
mining districts of Bohemia. 


A conference of the revolutionary party in 
Switzerland was held recently at Lugano. It 
discussed the means of preparing fora gen- 
eral revolutionary rising. A member of the 
conference named Cipriani, to whom the duty 
Was intrustedof conducting an agitation in 
Ituly, has been apprehended by the Italian 
authorities at Rimini. 


A letter to the Continental Correspondence, 
from Madrid, states that the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs is zealously endeavoring to 
conclude a commereial treaty between Spain 
and the United States in the interest of the 
Spanish wine merchants and fruit dealers, 
who are continually urging the necessity of 
granting greater facilities for the trade. 

The local Government of Bohemia has re- 
fused, as dangerous to the State, an applica- 
tion made in conformity with a resolution at 
a meeting of workmen for the foundation of 
a society of freethinkers (Confessionslose) in 
Reichenberg, ‘*because it would serve for the 
propagation of freethinking. whilst accord- 
ing to existing Imperial law moral and relig- 
ious instruction are a chief necessity of pop- 
ular education.’’ 

A mecting was held lately at Berlin with 
the view of forming a league for the abolition 
of the present female dress. There were 
ds gee twenty-five women and girls.

When Lord Byron and a friend onte visited 
the store in London where the then famous 
Warren’s blacking was sold, and made some 
te narenrerec remarks about the poetical ad- 
vertisements of the brilliant coating for boots 
and shoes, the wife of the proprietor replied: 

So this Ad- 
ministration which proposes to change the 
old customs of sdcial courtesy, has retained 
the services of a tady who is high in authority 
on such matters to define the etiquette which 
is to be observed towards its members. Hav- 
ing studied the minutie of high life 
abroad, and published a book upon 


, etiquette here at the Federal metropolis, Mrs. 
Admiral Dablgren may be regarded as high 


autbority. It was a master-stroke of policy 
for the Blaines to invite her to dinner, and to 
obtain her indorsement of the determination 
of the ‘‘Ladies of the Cabinet” not.to return 
calls.

ner, and her cordial devrortment have made 
her already a favorite. The White House al- 
ready gives evidence of her good taste, and 
will, after the summer overhauling, look 
more like the residence of a Republican 
President, and less like a flashy French res- 
taurant, thunit now does. The President’s 
‘*little mother,’? as he fondly calls her, can- 
not get used to the continued bustle and flur- 
ry atthe White House, and so soon as the 
weather is Warm enough, she will go 
back to her pleasant room in the farm- 
house at Mentor, which is now occupied by 
Capt. Rudolph, Mrs. Gartield’s brother. The 
President’s youngest children will probably 
accompany her, as the President and Mrs. 
Gartield are going to New England early in 
July, to attend the commencement at his 
alma mater, Williams College. His two old- 
est sons, Harry and James, who are now be- 
ing **coached’’ by Dr. Hawes, will enter the 
Freshman class at Williams College later in 
the season. Col. Rockwell, master of the 
horses at the WLite House, has not yet been 
able to find any horses that please the Presi- 
dent any better than those be- 
longing to Mr. Hayes, which, with 
two carriages, were left in the White 
House stable with the unterstanding that 
they might be purchased, at prices far higher 
than their value. Every secretary and head 
of a bureau bas a c:rriage and horses, paid 
for out of the Pubiic Treasury and maintain- 
ed at the public expense; ana in the olden 
time the President’s horses and carriage; 
were public property. But now, the Cuief 
Magistrate must *buy his turnout unless one 
is presented to him, which has generally been 
dome. 

‘Lhe Secretary of State has been a martyr to 
the gout—he wunts it called rheumatism— 
during the past. week, and has not been able 
to puss inuch of his time at the State Depart- 
incnt. He undoubtedly tinds, as did the po- 
liceman in the opera, that “the Premier’s life 
is not 2 huppy one.”? and the New York im- 
broglio, Which is regarded as his fight, an- 
noys bim a good deal. The chances are that 
Judge Rolertson will conhrmed as Col- 
lector of the Port of New York, but should 
Conkling prevent this, it will not be surpris- 
ing if Mr. Blaine goes abroud as Minister to 
Grcat Britain. 

The Late Pierre Bonaparte.

Pierre Bonaparte was the son of the only 
member of the family that ever discovered 
such qualities of head and heart as would 
have e: abled him to pass the classic ideal of 
greatness. He was the third son of Lucien— 
the only brother that the terrible Emperor 
could uveither coerce nor cajole. He offered 
to make him King of Italy or Spain if he 
would, like his sneak of a brother, Jerome, 
desert his wife, the mother of his children. 
But Lucien reiused, and retired with great 
serenity to Rome during the hey-day of his 
irascible brother’s domination.. Itis ene of the 
ircnies of fate that from Lucien the late Prince 
Pierre comes, as in the whole bad lot of Bo- 
napartes, and there never has been anything 
else than badness in them, this ruffian takes 
the lead. From boyhood up he was the full 
type of the medixval bravado. He fougit 
under whatever flag promised the most spoil. 
He was ordered.from Rome for his| excesses, 
but killed the leader of the Papal police, as 
weil as two officers, befor2 he could be taken. 
He was confined in Castle Angleo until he 
consented to come to America to relieve the 
Pspal Government of the nuisance. In the 
fullness of time his unrestful spirit led him 
back to Europe and to Corfu, where he re- 
sisted a whole tribe that made for his head. 
He quit this uncongenial refuge for London 
and in 1848,on the downfall of Louis Philippi, 
he returned to France and was, after some 
checkered military exploits, returned to the 
Assembly as u Democrat. He acveptel the 
title of Prince irom his cousin, Napoleon 
Ill., and lived in subdued state 
during the Empire until 1S87v, when 
his rowdy instinct and savage temper gave 
the Empire thatimpulse of overturn trom 
whicb it never recovered. He had been in- 
duced to enter into a political controversy in 
the press, and, resenting an article in the 
Marsellaise, chailenged Rochefort as the edi- 
tor. In the course ofthe parley a young jour- 
nalist, Victor Noir, visited the Prince’s vil- 
la at Anteuil, a Parisian suburb, and during 
the conversation let slip something that cxas- 
perated the Bonaparte. He drew a pistol and 
shot the young man. Paris was shocked and 
the Emperor horrified. The case wus tried 
at Tours, and though be was acquitted of 
murder he was compelled to pay the victim’s 
fumily 25,000 francs damages. He was ban- 
ished from Imperial favor thenceforth and 
since the war has lived in abject penury. His 
wife returned to London and set up a millin- 
ery establishment, by which she had sup- 
ported herself before marrying her [mperial 
mate. Since 1870 Pierre kas vegetated mis- 
erably. He has two sons educated at the 
crack school of St. Cyry who are well spoken 
of by the French presses.

RUSSIAN ILLITERACY. 


Some Figures Giving an Idea of the 
True Cause of Muscovite Troubles. 
From the London Times. 
A few trustworthy statistics would be of the 
greatest assistance coming to any con- 
clusion as to the condition and prospects of 
‘Russia just now. Anything really trust- 
worthy is in the nature of the case impossible, 
for the Russian census is verv faulty, and the 
rebellious classes are mostiy members ofa 
secret society. Last year, however, there 
were printed in the correspondence. of a Lon- 
don newspaper some figures which are the 
best attainable, even though they leave much 
tobe desired. They are, then, or were, in 
Russia about 1,200,000 noblemen and civil and 
MInilitary officers, about 3,000,000 soldiers, 600,- 
000 merchants, 6,000,000 artisans, 50,000,000 
peasants and laborers, and 600,000 ecclesias- 
tics. This includes in each class womer and 
children, and does not include 25,000,000 Asiatic 
subjects of Russia. Of these there could read 
and write allthe first class, 150,000 of the 
merchants, (half the males and two-thirds of 
females), 1,000,000 artisans, (one-third of the 
males); ftotai, about 2,800,000 literates. The 
only persons set downas interested in politics 
were about 1,000,000 of the first class, anda 
miscellaneous class consisting of about 400,000 
merchants, artisans, ecclesiastics amd stu- 
dents, or about 1,400,000 “politicans,’”’ so to 
speak, in a natiow of over 85,000,000. Russia 
may be worse off for so small a proportion of 
persons interested in public affairs, but some 
other countries are troubled in equal degree 
with too many. Some two-thirds of these 
1,400,000 were thought to be malcontents. 
That is tosay, 466,000 persons, by the obedi- 
ence cf 85,000,000 mutes, ruled against their 
Wills some 933,000 of their equals. That is to 
say,the absolutistic rulers of Russia are ina 
small minority, not only compared to the 
ruled, but in comparsion to their co-rulers, 
who object to tyranny over themselves, al- 
though they are quite wt!!ing to join in tyranny 
over others. From another source it is 
learned that of the Nihilists 26 percent are 
gentlemen, 19 per cent are sons of priests, 13 
per cent are peasants (including those of the 
nobility whose Nihilistic principles led them 
to enroijl themselves as peasants), 9 per cent 
are shopkeepers, 3 per cent are merchants, 7 
per cent are Jews, and only 1 per cent are 
soldiers, leaving 22 per cent unaccounted for. 
While on the subject of statistics, it may not 
beinapt to notice seme strange coincidences 
in the time of the assassination of Alexander 
II. He did,indeed, outlive the sixty years 
which were once allotted to the Romanoffs, 
as the years of St. Peter were to the Popes, 
as the extreme of their “expectation of life,” 
to use aninsurance phrase. But his death 
amply met the proverbial prophecy, “Evil 
awaits the Czar of twenty-five years.’’ So it 
was with Ivan, and Peter, and Alexander I, 
and Nicbolas; and now Alexander II, loses his 
wife in his twenty-fifth year, is himself killed 
in bis twenty-sixth year. Alexander III., it 
is safe to say, will cease to be Czar in anything 
but name in less than half that time, or else 
he will cease to live. Revolutions seldom 
move back, and the Russian, especially, is not 
one of that kind. 


Anna Dickinson’s Foolishness.

German Myopes. 
From the New York Times. 


Near-sightedness is increasing in Germany 
at an astonishing rate. Thirty eve doctors 
recently examined the vision of 40,000 pupils 
in schools of all degrees. They conclude that 
near-sightedness rarely exists at birth or at 
less that five years of age, and in village 
schools the near-sighted form only 1 per cent 
ofthe attendance. Inthe city schools they 
constitute 5 to 11 per cent, in the schools next 
above 10 to 3 cent, in the next grade of 
schools 20 to 40 per cent, and in the highest 30 
to 50. A physician of Tubingen foundina 
body of 700 theological students 73 per cent 
myopic, and Prof, Virchow recently said in a 
German Parliament that 95 out of every 100 of 
the medical students are unable to see what 
dies before them. But the Germans are near- 
Siehted in far greater proportion than any 
‘other nation, for which they have chiefly 
their barbarous script and print to thank.

A BRILLIANT CAREER ENDED. . 


A Cincinnati Couple Who Lived Beyond 
Their Means in Gay Paris. 
Paris Correspondence New York Times. 


Another man overboard, and, more’s the 
pity, this time it is an American. I shall 
give no names, no initials even, not for the 
sake of the culprits themselves, but for the 
sake of those who have the misfortune to be 
their relatives; it isa doleful story, but, I 
fear me, onlytoo common. She was such uu 
little beauty some one nicknamed her La 
Roussotte” at Mrs. M.’s ball a fortnight ago; 
with a complexion such as Gitto used to 

aint—ivory, with the slightest tint of pink 
like the blush of a moss rose—and hair of that 
golden auburn so loved by Titian, and no one 
thought to sneer at her conceit, even 
if she did wear it streaming over her 
shoulders as onl she would have 
dared to doin publie. Slight and delicate as 
Titania, with great blue eyes and a sylphlike 
figure and fairy feet—a pookes Venus, in short 
worthy of that admiration whieh her presence 
awakened everywhere. We saw her for the 
first time at the opening of last year’s Salon, 
leaning on her husband’s arm—he, too, was 
well enough in his way, but only as an acces- 
sory—in an exquisite toilet of pale blue satin, 
with ahuge bouquet of tea roses in her hand, 
and we wondeted who she was, and wondered 


still more that her laugh should sound 80 + 


strangely, as if it were meant to hide a sob. 
And they were rich, too; Cincinnati hogs sent , 
them $30,000 a year, perhaps more, but if 
their revenue had been a million, it would 
been insufficient. Whata pace they went! 
No fortune could have resisted such extrava- 
gance. Money goes fast nowadays, and 
theirs did not last long—a twelvemonth 
ut the outside—anad then the crash 
came. But they concealed their embarrass- 
ments, and stuck to their hotel, a bonbon- 
niere, With its windows looking out on the 
verdant horizons of the Pare Monceau, full 
of flowers and choice pictures and rare curi- 
osities and costiy furniture. Their stables 
were always irreproachably kept; their ser- 
vants numerous. Madame seldom wore any 
gown more than three times, rarely so often, 
and all were by Mr. Worth. They had their 
box at the opera and the Francais, and never 
missed a ‘‘first night,’’? and gave balls ‘and 
dinners, and were cited asa bright particu- 
lar constellation in the firmament of fashion. 
But their creditors began to weary of too 
long waiting, and showed their teeth, and 
the Jews declined to do any more bills, 
and finaliy, one evening, nervous, ex- 
cited, at her wits ends ‘for expedi- 
ents with which to struggle through 
the morrow’s outlay, after a scene of yiolent 
recrimination, La Rousotte pawned her dia- 
monds and bade her husband “Go and gam- 
ble fora living, like your friends.’’ He was

‘There were dreadful 
scenes played in the charming little hotel of 
the Parc Monceau when he had been a loser, 
and ugly words were uttered and bitter re- 
proaches exchanged, for La Rousotte was 
pitiless, and taunted bim with her ruin, and 
he would sneak away, and, borrowing a few 
louis from his friends, again tempt 
fortune. When he won the storm 
lulied, and Ta Rousotte, ordering a new 
dress, smiled more attractively than ever on 
her admirers. But these haleyon days were 
rare; in the end Hi luck prevailed; for a 
whole week, in the betting ring. at the hells, 
on the Bourse, everything went wrong, right 
and left, until his differences exceeded 500,- 
0OOf., while the trichinz suspended his re- 
mittances from Porkopolis. Yét, although 
there were debts eve here, although there 
was not a centime in theif purses, no one sus- 
pected their situation, and invitations were re- 
ceived and accepted as if they were rolling in 
affluence. Some .people in their despair 
might have resorted to suicide: they did not. 
For them poison and pistols possessed no 
attractions, so they bolted, without leaving 
any P. P. Cs. on their numerous acquaint- 
ances, never communicating their intentions to. 
any one except fhe black nurse who had accom- 
panied them from the States, after the man- 
ner of defaulting cashiers or lovers on their 
boneymoon. And their hotel awaits its tru- 
ants, their servants how] after unpaid wages, 
and lezions of exasperated creditors, from 
the butcher and baker to the jeweler and 


horse dealer, clamor for the discharge of 


their bills, while Mr. ——’s dishonored name 
has been posted at the clubs as a swindler. 
The absconding pair should have larided in 
New York by this time and are safe from 
prosecution, but I wonder what will become 
of the “Welcher,” what will*be the end of 
his wife, and the fate of their poor children. 
These lust, at least, are fmnocent.

Disturbed Communists.

Czar for confirmation, because she is of noble 
birth,” is interpreted asa proceeding entirely 
in harmony with the Czar’s wishes for his 
own safety, and that it leaves the door open for 
her pardon.

A CHURCH ROW. 


r Ramsdell, of Washington, and 
vo his Catholic Wife. 
Washington (D. C. ) ane . 
effort to depose the Rev. Charles Bb. 
Ramsdell from the pulpit of the North Pres- 
byterian Church of this city is the absorbing 
topic of the§day. The “trials” so far as the 
Washington resbytery are concerned, has 
come to an end, with a victory by a bare ma- 
jority for that ghee of the congregation 
which stood by the pastor and insisted that 
his relation withthe church should not be 
disturbed. But the end is not yet. The large 
party of church members who jurged the pas- 
tor’s withdrawal or expulsion are not willing 
to rest under defeat; they maintain that they 
are right in their position; that the pastor, by 
his marriage with a lady of the Roman 
Catholic faith, has so impaired his usefulness 
and so disturbed the peace and harmony of 
the church that a severance of the pastoral 
relation is essential to its prosperity. They 
will take the case, by petition, to the Balti- 
more Synod, ‘to meet in October next, and 
thence it will go to the General Assembly, 
the highest Presbyterian Court in the land. 
No ease involving the question at issue has 
ever been considered by this high church 
tribunal, and the marriage of the Rev. Mr. 
Ramsdeli is destined to create an ecclesias- 
tical stir that it will befeltfrom ocean to 


ocean. 

The history of the case is an interesting one. 
The Rev. Mr. Ramsdell, the principal actor,is 
aman of great ability, a zealous Christian 
worker, and a straightforward, honest,warm- 
hearted man. He graduated with high 
hovors at Yale College in 1872, and then pre- 
pared for the ministry at the Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary of New York, graduating at that 
institution in 1875. His first and only charge 
was the North Presbyterian Church of this 
city. His wife, whose name has unfortunately 
but necessarily been brought into the con- 
troversy,; is a Washington lady of high stand- 
ing. Her maiden name was Miss May Brooks. 
She isa graduate of Notre Dame College, 
Maryland. Sheis a devout Cristian lady,but 
very liberal in her religious views. The mar- 
riage of these two persons was solemnized by 
a Protestant minister—the Rev. Dr. Patton— 
some sixteen months ago, in Chicago. Mr. 
Ramsdell’s acqugintance with his wife began 
several vears priorto their marriage. The 
young clergyman was at that time a clerk in 
TreaStry Department, and board- 
ed at the house of the young 
lady’s mother. The lady was, by the way, a 
scholar in the class conducted at that time by 
Mr. Ramsdeli in the Sunday School of the 
New York Avenue Presbyterian Church. The 
acquaintance ripened into love, and the young 
pastor, when he wedded his bride, had been 
in charge of the North Church for about 
three years. Up to thattime he was exceed- 
ingly popuiir With the members of hi¥ 
church. His marriage at once created dis- 


| sensicn, as his fair and gifted bride was at 


the time of her wedding a devout member of 
the Roman Catholie Church. After her mar- 
riage she remained faithful to her vows to the 
Church of Rome, attending mass and the 
confessional. She always, however, attended 
the Sabbath morning service in her husband’s 
church. The dissent over the pastor’s mar- 
riage continued day by day to grow in 
strength, and in May last the dissenters took 
formal action to secure a dissolution of the 
pastoral relation. Ata church meeting, held 
May 4, 1880, the initial step was taken which 
culminated in the exciting trial which has 
just been concluded before the Washingtoa 
Presbytery. 
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How the ’Varsity Men Train in England 
, From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A University eight trains for five weeks. A 
waterman would také three months for a 
match, but then the University men have 
mostiy been in good exercise for some weeks 
before actual training commences. They rise 
at7, or earlier, take a gentle half-hour’s 
walk, running perhaps a couple of “sprint’’ 
bursts. They then comé home for bath and 
dressing. They breakfast about 8 a. m. on 
decent cooked chops and steaks, sometimes a 
little fish, and not more than one egg, if any. 
Two cups of tea ate the outside allowance to 
drink. Stale bread ig used, or dry toast; and 
they wind up with Watercress... For lunch a 
small quantity of cold meat, stale bread and 
half a pint ofold ale. For dinner, roast beef 
and mutton (mot  ~boiled) and per 
haps fish or poultry on alternate days as an 
extra course; now and then jelly ora plain 
— isadded, <A pint of ale is allowed, 
and a glass of port with an orange and dry 
biscuits for dessert. Half-past 10 is the lat- 
est for bed time. Atthe University the row- 
ing, is done Only in the afternoon, but wheu 
the crew te to other training quarters 
they take morning rows as well. Inthe early 
part of training a good deal of steady running 
is dohe after the day’s row, to get off super- 
fluous flegh; later on extra musele begins to 
supply its place, and a well-trained crew 
will train. up distinetly in weight toward the 
last. The third week is the critical period, 
when men are prone to be weak, before the 
new muscle has replaced the flesh which hard 
exercisé bas reduced. 

Fof athletic sports the system of training 
originally approximated too much to that of 
running; men took too severe exercise, and 
Thev “‘tried”’ them- 
selves too often; man cannot do his best every 
day in pedestrianism, and if. he is ‘‘asked too 
many questions’’ in his preparations, he ans- 
wers less satisfactorily when the actual race 
comes off. The training for each distance to 
be run is somewhat different: the dietis much 
the same in all cases, but the exercise varies. 
Runners 2at more mutton than beef: the lat- 
ter if used too freely makes them too heavy. 
In other respects their hours and diet are 
much the same as those of oarsmen. A run- 
ner Wants no useless muscle to carry. A 
hundred yards runner takes steady walks, 
in thiclclothing at first, to reduce his weight, 
and runs his distance about two or three times 
in tbe day, generally a little short of 
top speed. He especially practices starts, 
for balf the yattle lies in = get- 
ting Well away when the word was given. A 
quarter-mile mam runs distances of 150 vards 
to 200 at 95 per centof his pace on the major- 
ity of days, besides taking walking exercise: 
be does nottry his best against time more 
than about once a week. A mile runner tries 
himself even less often, but gets accustomed 
to his distance, and runs it, or a greater part 
of it, daily at a fair pace. A three-mile man 
while reducing himself fully, does not run 
over his distance within at least a week of 
his race, as he would not regain his full powers 
intime. Nevertheless, though men thus re- 
frain from overdoing themselves before the 
day of the race, they take care so far to ex 
tend themselves as to “clear their wind,” and 
also to learn where their forte lies—whether 
to make their best pace early, late, or all 
through the distance for which they train.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your issue of yesterday an anonymous 
‘*Judge’’ gives the public to understand that 
I have ‘‘madean attack upon Rabbi Sonmes- 
chein.’’ My friend doubtless refers to the ser- 
mon ot last Sunday evening in which Dr. 
Sonneschein’s recent.cgurse of lectures was re- 
viewed by me. To show how untrue the state- 
ment of the ‘‘learned Judge’’ is, allow me to 
quote the opening sentences of that sermon: 

‘‘In the enjoyment of the rich blessings of 
modern civilization we can scarcely believe 
the historic record of the sufferings of the 


Jews, and it seems incredible that at the pres- 
entday attempts have been made in German 
to revive in modern dress the barbarious spirtt 
of the Middle Ages, by which from the year 
1100 to 1350 not less than 17,000 Jews perished 
and thousands were driven into 
exile. In contrast with this spirit of hate is 
the spirit of American institutions, under 
whose fostering care the Jew enjoys absolute 
liberty. Though, now and then, there may be 
found among us those who would treat. him 
with scorn. such indignity is promptly rebuked 
by the voice of public opinion. In America 
the Jew is an honored citizen, contributing 
his share to our political freedom, our com- 
and our 
scientific and scholarly pursuits. 

‘‘It is not strange, then, that the free air 
he breathes in our midst should raise his 
mind above the tradition of his history, and 
lead him in an inquiring and truth-loving spirit 
to ask what are the relations he sustains to out 
Christian thonght and civilization. It hasbeen, 
I judge, in this spirit that a learned and dis- 
tinguished Jewish rabbi of our city has recent- 
ly delivered a series of discourses to his own 
congregation upon the ‘Relation of Modern 
Judaism to Unitarianism.’ These remarka- 
ble and scholarly lectures have found their 
way to the public press, and so 
have become our _ inheritance. No one 
who is acquainted with their author will doubt 
his ability to discuss his theme, or his candor, 
charity and earnest desire to attain the truth. 
In no spirit of controversy, but from the desire to 
aid my people to understand the religious bear- 
ings and significance ofa subject which is, 
more or less, agitating public thought, I pur- 

ose, inthe lightof these recently published 
ectures,to consider the question, Will the re- 
formed Jews and the Unitarians unite?’’ °

The Walls of Two Warehouses on the 


Levee Tumble Down. * 

The Post-DIsPatTcu has of late chronicled 
the falling of several walls in the city, but the 
most serious occurrence of the kindis yet 
untold, and took place yesterday morning 
and last night.

We have actually seen danger incurred and 
oing into the bomb-proof men 
await outside of them the fa‘l of a, shell, in 


prize. Butthose were hard times for the 
poor Confederates in the trenches, and iron 
would secure to them what Confederate 
money bad long since failed to do. Just to 
think of paying $1,200 for a barrel of flour, 
1250 for a pair of shad $150 for a day’s stay at 
a hotel (you could not well term it board) 
and $3 per drihk for the vilest of whisky, an 
to pay to the men $11 of this worthless stuff 
per month! a 

For weeks at atime cold corn bread pre- 
pared in Richmond and Petersburg from in- 
different, and frequently unsound meal, was 
the best and the all that was to be depended 
upon. Rarely in these days was a ration of 
meat served, and these the men ate, were 
satisfied, and on it did all the 
hard fighting in the trenches. The pre- 
paration of this corn bread was a novel one 
in the art of cooking. The great aim was to 
do the whole thing in bulk and with the least 
trouble or care. The meal was simply mixed 
With water, husks and all as ground, a little 
salt added and tbe dough baked in pans 
nearly three feet long and half as wide. It 
could not be clean when it left the bakery, 
and its after treatment till served to the men 
Was simply foul. The long, brown colored 
cakes, or slabs, as much like clay colored 


rying of supplies and the dead and wounded, 
then piled up by dirty men and sent to the 
front. Wagons equally unclean and in daily 
use forevery demand of a large army hauled 


the lines. By the time it reached them it 
was the vilest, filthiest of food, and yet it was

Disposition of the Charges of Bribery 
Against the Police Officers. 

When the Criminal Court met this morning 
the jury injthe case of ex-Police Officer Ab. 
Grimes, who was on trial charged with 
bribery, returned a verdict of not guilty. 
The case was opened Tuesday after one con- 
tinuance. The indictments were found by the 
jast Grand Jury against Officers Grimes, 
Todd, Monaghan and Belt on the testimony 
of Edward Kaub a lottery vender. Todd’s cise 
came to trial tirst and he was acquitted 
of the three indictments founduagarst Ids. 
The two indictments against Officer Grimes™- 
were tried at once and resulted as above. The 
testimony on which the indictments were 
based was as follows: Kaub testified before 
the Grand Jury that Todd and Grimes had 
seized anumber of tickets at his estaSlish- 
ment and one of them drew a prize of $2), 
half of which Todd cailed for-and half of 
which Kaub sent to Grimes,’ who, 
when he met Kaub, said, wis 
this th'ng is meant for a bribe or 
anything like that I don’t wantit.”? He was 
assured that Kaub had no such intentions. 
Grimes afterwards arrested and prosecuted 
Kaub. The jurv was ready to return a ver- 
dict Jast night, but Judge Laughlin had ad- 
journed court and the verdict was not read 
until this morning. Circuit Attorney Harris 
arose and entered a nolle,pros. in the cases of 
Belt and Monaghan, but refused to take any 
such action in Todd’s other cases, the dis- 
position of which will complete 
the bribery cases.
